Nikolai Podgorny yesterday pledged 
continued Kremlin efforts for a poli- 
tical settlement in the Middle East, 
coupled with energetic measures to 
strengthen the defences of Arab 
countries.

Anwar Sadat of Egypt told the 
Soviets that “force, and only force” 
should be used in dealing with Is- 
rael, the news agency Tass said. 
He expressed confidence that the 
Soviet Union will help if it must be 
used. 

Both men were speaking at a 
Kremlin lunch Mr. gave 


in honour of Mr, Sadat. The Soviet - 


head of state also issued a rallying 
call for unity of action among all 
opponents of “imperialism.” 

The lunch came after the: first 
round of. talks between President 
Sadat and bis Soviet hosts —- Com- 
munist Party Chief Leonid Brezh- 
nev, Mr. Podgorny aud Prime Min- 
ister Alexel Kosygin. Other high- 
ranking officials present included 
Foreign Minister Andrei Gromyko 
and Minister of Defence, Andret 
Grechko. 


ATTENTION ON ME. 

Tass said they gave special at- 
tention to the Middle East situation, 
efforts to eliminate “the aftermaths 
of Israeli aggression” and seek ἃ 
lasting peace for the area. ᾿ 

They also discussed the further 
‘strengthening and development of 
Soviet-Egyptian relations following 
the friendship treaty the two coun- 
tries concluded in May, the oficial 
news agency stated.

As a reconnaisance mission, the 
Soviets could have been Interested 
in doing some studying of their 
own. x 

Ashkelon, as a strategic target, 
includes of course the oil tank farm 
and pipeline terminal — 5. major 
target in the event of a future con- 
flict, But it is doubtful whether 
the Soviets would have been able 
to do much photographing from 
where they were In view of the 


almost permanent haze emitted by 
the smoke stacks of fhe Ashdod 
power station. 

Observers here commented that 
they never doubted the ability of 
the Russians to carry out hit-and- 
run attacks on coastline targets, 
even with -slower aircraft than the 
Mig-23s (which can, Incidentally, 
carry two and a hatf ton joads — 
but to do so they would have to 
fly at lower altitudes and slower 
speeds, facing all the risks of or- 
dinary Mach-2 aircraft). 

The Russians claim that one of 
thelr Migs actually did carry a 
two-ton load at a height of 98,000 
feet over a 1,000-km. closed cir- 
cult demonstration route. But this 
accomplishment hag not been veri- 
fied to date and it is assumed that 
the plane would, in order to retain 
ἃ reasonable fuel consumption, have 


-to fly at 40,000 to 50,000 feet and 


no faster than Mach 2.2.

— The 
head of the U.N. agency caring 
for Arab refugees yesterday warned 
of “unacceptable hardship” unless 
enough money is assured for next 
year. 

Sir John Rennie of Britain, the 
commissioner-general of the U.N. 
Relief and Works Agency (UNRWA), 
said in his report to the General 
Assembly that his budget for 1971 
started with a deficit of $5.5m., but 
thanks to special contributions by 
various governments this has been 
reduced to $2m. 

But he estimated the deficit for 
1971 in the amount of more than 
$6m. for an overall budget of $51m. 


Sir John said if the Assembly 
decides to continue the agency's pre- 
sent programme of relief, health, 
education and training, “assurances 
of adequate financing over the 
period are required, because the 
future of the Palestine refugees 
has not been resolved and because 
the disappearance of the agency 
would cause unacceptable hardship 
and remove an essential element of 
Stability” in the Middle East.

— To the 
bosm of 101 guns, the Shah of Iraa 
yesterday Inaugurated the 2,500th 
anniversary celebrations of the 
founding of the Persian Empire. 

As the guns reverberated over the 
brown mountains and dusty desert 
plain near the site of this ancient 
city, the Shah plated a double 
wreath at the yellow-stone mauso- 
leum of the empire's founder, Cy- 
Tus the Great, 

The Shah, wearlng the blue uni- 
form of Supreme Zranian Services 
Commander covered with medals 
and gold braid. thus opened a week 
of lavish celebrations which will be 
attended by one of the largest ga- 
therings of crowned heads, presi- 
dents and government representa- 
tives ever assembled. 

As the Shah carried out his so- 
lemn ceremony in the desert, the 
dignitaries began arriving in Tehe- 
ran. but they were not due to 
reach Shiraz, 60 kms. south of 
Persepolis, until today.

ΝῈ of the most awaited statis-— 


thes in recent times was the 
number of Jews in the Soviet Union 
acco! to the 1970 census. The 
1959 figure had been 2,268,000 — to 
which the experts had added another 
half-million to million who ‘had not 
declared themselves as Jews. The 
expectation for the 1970 census had 
been for a rise of some nature, and 
considerable surprise therefore was 
occasioned when a dropwas revealed 
~—to 2,151,000 declared Jews, A num- 
ber of initial comments were report- 
ed at the time but the 1970 figures 
will doubtless serve as the basis for 
a number of detailed studies of which 
the first—by Ivor J. Millman, issued 
by the Wortd Jewish Congress’ In- 
stitute of Jewish Affairs — is now 
to hand. 

He bases his analysis on a com- 
parison with the 1959 census and 
finds this relatively straightforward 
in that this is the first period be- 
tween two successive censuses that 
there were no demographic tragedies 
or massive border changes in the 
U.S.S.R, He also feels that the re- 
sults of the census can be accepted, 
and there is no reason to think that 
the figures have been tampered with. 

According to the new census, the 
Jewish population has fallen by 5.2 
per cent. At the same time the 
total population of the Soviet Union 
has risen by 15.8 per cent, As a re- 
suit the Jewish proportion has drop- 
ped from one out of 92 to one out of 
112, For the first time in the modern 
period, Jews are fewer than one 
per cent of the population.

Aa far es assimilation is concern- - 


ed, tt can be surmised that Soviet 
Jewry ig at least as prone ta this 
process as any other Jewish com- 
munity. In this respect Milimann 
cites 8 study that shows that fn the 
1960s about 90 per cent of children 
of mixed marriages (one Jewish, one 
non-Jewish parent) who received a 
Grst passport (at the age of 18) 
in parts of Vilna, Riga and Tallinn 
were not registered as Jews. Other 
studies have shown that mixed mar- 
Tiages are widespread in the Soviet 
Union, Millmann notes that Soviet 
press comment on the census has 
stressed that the decline in the num- 
ber of Jews is a resuit of assimila- 
tion talthough he could have added 
that this aspect would naturally be 
played up by the Russians for ideo- 
logical reasons). 

The desire to hide Jewish identity 
must have been a factor In this as in 
the previous census. The question is 
whether there has been an increase 
in the desire to conceal Jewishness 
between 1959 and 1970. The census 
was taken early in a new wave.of 
“anti-Zionlst" (read anti-Jewish) 
propaganda which began in Decem- 
ber, 1969, and must have alarmed 
many Jews — but the period was 
also one when public reassertion of 
national identity became widespread 
among a considerable body of Jews. 
The net effect cannot be determined. 
It should be remembered that the

The expectation of a rise in the 
number of Soviet Jews was based at 
least in part on the resurgence of 
Jewish identity and national con- 
sciousness, But, Millmann states, it 
should be remembered that this must 
have essentially occurred 
those who had in 1959 identiied 
themselves as Jews. Those who did

Almost half bilingual 


Already in 1959 over 76 per cent 
of Soviet Jews gave Russian as their 
mother tongue. The new figures have 
not been released ‘but it can be as- 
sumed that it has risen to at Jeast 
80 per cent. In addition, over 16 per 
cent stated In 1970 that they speak 
Russian fivently, even though i ts 
not their mother-tongue. Thus over 
96 per cent of Soviet Jews speak 
Russian fluently, Apart from the 
Russians themselves, this is one of 
the highest figures for fluent ‘Russian 
speakers of any Soviet nationality. 
As in the past, Jews would appear 
to be an dmportant Russifying. ele- 
ment in the non-Russian parts of 
the U.S.S.R. .

Sir, — On the day before departing 
from Israel following a two-week 
Stay that was delightful and pro- 
fitable, I read in your paper of 
September 10, a book review by 
Henry Ebel :(“is Christianity bank- 
rupt?"). Going much beyond the 
usual limits of a book review, Mr. 
Ebel] states some bitter opinions that 
distress me.

Christians take the essence of their 
belief to be the precept to strive 
for perfect behaviour toward ali 
men. In the disarmingiy plain 
account of the Gospel. Jesus states, 
as a new fact, thet this duty is 
upon 811 men, not just Jews. I draw 
the conclusion, with Paul of Tarsus, 
that in the sight of God there is 
neither Jew nor Gentile, and I see 
this as the main revelation of the 
New Testament, but without con- 
tradiction of the Law of old. 

The speculations of Prof. Heer 
may be salutary reading for self- 


satisfied Christian reactionaries and 


bigots, but they cannot detract from 
simple truths stated simply 2,000 
years ago. Christianity is capable 
of cleansing itself of its many 
defects due to human error and 
pride. Declaring it bankrupt, which 
I do not believe it is, would help 
no one.

They do not try 
to evade punishment, In fact, it is 
@ common practice civil- 
disobedients to inform the authori- 
tles of the time and place that they 
intend to make their protest. They 
do this in order to cause as much 
inconvenience as possible to other 
members of society. They do not 
intend to disrupt society. They are 
not revolutionaries: they do not aim 
to make over the whole system. 
Rather, their aim is reformist in 
Mature: it is to bring about a 
change which is in tune with the 
general framework of the democra- 
tic system itself. 


Some have argued that, as the ; 


citizens of democratic states do have 
the right to speak out against thelr 
government, they do not need to en- 
Rage in illegal action to voice their 
dissatisfaction with their govern- 
ment. In countries where ‘the right 
of speaking out against one’s gov- 
ernment is not recognised by law, 
those who have grievances

PARIS. —- Claude Lipsky, the 
French real estate operator who has 
fled to Israel to escape swindling 
charges, was accused here Monday 
of encouraging anti-Semitism by his 
remarks to the press. 

Commenting on his interview 
with “Ha'aretz," the daily news- 
paper “Liaure," which is extremely 
sympathetic towards the Jewish 
community, said: “Systematic denial 
is perhaps an effective method of 
defence for a man against whom 
a ‘warrant has been issued for 
fraud and breach of trust. It is 
not for us to judge this. 

“But to claim, as he does, that 
the proceedings against the Garantie 
Fonciere and Patrimoine Foncier 
(the two big mutual funds under 
French police investigation) are 
merely a big anti-Semitic plot is at 
least sunprising. 

“It makes people wonder whether 
in the long run Lipsky is not play- 
ing into the hands of the anti-Se- 
mites by speaking so rashly under 
his present circumstances,” the pa- 
per concluded.

BEIRUT. -- Tke Libyan gov- 
ernment is supplying aid to the 
opposition in the Philippines 
while Israel is helping the gov- 
ernment, a Filipino opposition 
leader said yesterday.
